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This relates to the allegations that E. Howard Hunt and Frank 
‘Sturgis, Watergate figures, and Thomas Arthaf'Vallee, Chicago, Illinois, 
were arrested near the Texas School Book Depository in Dallas, Texas, 
shortly after the assassination of President Kennedy. This information came 
to our attention in August, 1974, through A. ^We.berman and Michael 
fcahfield, described as underground newspaper people in New York City, who 
apparently had made a deal with "Stern" Magazine, a German publication, for 
the use of a photograph and story regarding this matter. ^ fl* 

Klausiledtke, U. S. correspondent for Stem ’ Magazine, and 
Peter Gr^ckman/London Editor of "Stern, " contacted my office today con- 
cerning the abovementioned photograph. In general terms they were advised 
that the FBI had looked into this matter and determined that the three individual 
were not identical with Hunt, Sturgis and Vallee based on an examination of 
the photograph with known photographs of Hunt, Sturgis and lallpe, in addition 
to other independent investigation conducted by the FBI. Liedtke and Wickman 
apparently are still trying to develop a story showing some CIA involvement 
with the Kennedy assassination but appeared to be satisfied with the explanation* 

furnished them as to the result of our investigation.
